Ox swung OB @ spit over a fire of live. coals, 


A WIFE DESERTER, 


E. M. Loricke of the Main- 
Street Car Line. 


Singular Course of a Strect-car Snu- 
perintendent. 


He Leaves His Wife with a House 
Full of Babies. 


Living In Open Concabinage. with a ‘*'Frail, Fat 
and Forty’? ex-Attache of the C.iab 
Theater—His Moeritorioas Con- 
duct Reward«d. 


For some months there has been more or 
less talk about the conduct of E. M. 
Loricke, superintendent of the Main-street 
car line, and he has been the subject of a 
great deal of very severe criticism. Some 
five months ago he left his wife, who re- 
sides on Washington street, east of Main, 
and took up his residence uptown, without 
giving any reason for his action, This de- 
sertion was rendered all the more inexcusa- 
ble from the fact that“ Mrs. Lericke’s 
youngest child was then but three weeks 
old, and she had not recovered from the 
efects of her confinement. Loricke soon 
began to be talked about in connection with 
a fat and frail creature fromthe Club Thea- 
ter, and the two went to living together as 
man and wite in furnished rooms. Shortly 
after the separation the deserted wife insti- 
tuted proceedings for divorce, and the mat- 
ter dropped out of public notice, except when 
Loricke and his paramour would seandal- 
ize the neighborhood by going on sprees, 
when they would hire _a buggy and make a 
holy show of themselves. Several days ago 

the employés of the street-car company 
made up a subscription to give the superin- 
tendent a present, the gift being a hand- 
some set of furniture, which was moved 
into the cottage recently rented by Loricke, 
and es by him with his paramour, 
her child and her sister. ‘This 
again set the tongues of people to waggin 
It was freely charged that the superintend- 
ent’s conduct was a scandal and a disgrace. 
That he left his wife and four small chil- 
dren to get along as best they could, while 
he squandered his money on the otuer 
woman, and did not even gtd them with 
the necessaries of life. lt was said that 
Loricke earned a good salary, at least $150 
a month, and-was amply abie to s"pport his 
famnily if wished to do # Mrs. 
Loricke’s friends are very indiguant over 
what they consider the last and crowning 
insult that has been hea upon ner, and 
say they will bring the matter before Mr. 
Broderick and the other street-car officials 
when that gentieman returns to the city 
from Honolulu, where he now is. 

A TIMES reporter was yesterday sent out 
to interview Mrs. Loricke, and get her side 
of the story. She was fourid at her resi- 


to the reporter’s knock, came to the door

years. The reporter stated his mission, 
when Mrs. Loricke, after some hesitation, 
invited him ip, and when told what was 
being said, replied that she dia not know 
that keeping anything back would do any 
good, and adinitted that the story was sub- | 
stantially correct, with the exception that 
her husband had partially provided for her 
since he lett. She said that she had been 
married 10 years, and had lived happily 
with her husband until abont five months 
ago, when he had left without giving any 
reason, except that “he was compelled to 
go.”’ She had never given him an pg 
to treat her in the manner that he 

fact, her husband had himself told ~ Boer 
she was a good woman, and had done her 
whole duty by him.

DISCUSSES SPOOKS, ETO. 


The Interest in Humbuggery Fall- 
ing Off—A Queer Gang and How 
“' Phey Conducted Themselves — 
* They Decide to Hold Their Next 
Meeting “Just to the Kear of 
Horace Bell.” 


A band of melancholy cranks are holding 
fortnightly meetings in this city, for the 
purpose of delving into the occult mysteries 
of the unfathomable, in order to try and 
discover Why Nature made them cranks, 
and not sensible bipeds or useful quad- 
rupeds.

At this 
early day, howéver, the difficulty of keep- 
ing upa sustained interest in these sub- 
jects is very creat. For this reason mystics 
of every class, metaphysicians, spiritualists, 
theosophists, ete., are all invited to aid the 
efforts of the Mystics inthis direction; and 
all who are sufficiently interested to attend 
its meetings can consider themselves mem- 
bers 1n every sense of the word, whatever 
their personal beliefs may be; and each one 
is not ny | invited, but earnestly requested, 
to assist in the preparation of interesting 
programmes.” 

Saturday evening an attaché (that is the 
correct word) ot Tne Timers, who wears 
his hair long, and in appearanee more 
closely resembles a crank than anyone else 
in the oftice, feeling that he was “‘sufli- 
ciently interested”’ yielded to the earnest 
request above mentioned, and donning bis 
best-fitting air of amiable imbecility, re- 
paired to the psychic feast at the hail where. 
the Odd Fellows hold their meetings, 

There were about two dozen of the faith- 
ful present, the brethren having slightly 
the advantage of the sistren—not in good 
looks, but in nuthbers.

_| Estimates of Shipments to Be Mad 


This Season. 
{San D.ego Sun.) 

San Diego will this year establish a 
record as a raisin-grower. ‘That fact is 
already fixed. The drying season is 
about ended, and the pack has so far 
progressed that estimates on the total 
output can be made with closely ap- 
proximate accuracy. 

During the past years, a few of the 
largest growers have forwarded a por- 
tion of their product to the large com- 
mercial centers, not because they could 
not, had they chosen, found a local 
market for their stock, for the local 
mgrket has never been without foreign 
importations, but this course was fol- 
lowed in order that the outside world 
might see the quality of raisins 
here produced. The late George 
A. Cowles was especially active in this 
direction. He exported |ast year and 
the year before a small quantity, prop- 
erly speaking a sample quantity, to San 
Francisco and New York, his aims 
were accomplished when he received a 
reply that his raisins compared favor- 
— with the very Best imported from 
Spain. 

This year, however, the case is en- 
tirely different. The shipment will be 
something more than a sample box or 
two. After supplying the local de- 
mand, there will be acrop of 150 car- 
loads of cured raisins to export from 
San Diego county, which will give a re- 
turn of over $250,000, 

The figures arrived at are from care- 
ful estimates made by the growers 
‘themselves, and from figures compiled 
by the railroad managers be have the 
contracts for carrying the fruit. | 

These figures show El! Cajon to be in 
the lead, with the Escondido district 
following, and the Upper Sweetwater 
region coming next. Outside of these 
regions, which are the chief raisin 
producers.so far, it is estimated that 
there will be at least ten thousand 
boxes packed, and this estimate, which 
embraces all the territory outside the 
districts shown, is avery low one. In 
the order named the crop is returned 
as follows: 

Cars. Boxes. Pounds, 
El Cajon.............100 100,000 2,000,000 
Escondido ............ 30 30,000 690,000 


Sweetwater........... 10 10,000 200,000 
Other districts........ 10° 10,000  2u0,000 
150 150,000 3,000,000 


These totals, when they become gen- 
erally Known, will probably cause some 
surprise on account of the increase 
over last year. The increase is ex- 
plained, however, by the fact that the 
vines planted one, two and three years 
ago are but just coming into full bear- 


ing.

North of San Diego the principal 
shipments of raisins this year will be 
from Riverside, although the Santa Fé 
has a few carloads booked in the 
Santa Fé Valley.

‘The company is making a specialty of 
rushing the raisins through, and the 
train of ll cars that left last ee 
is going at express speed.

‘The Mathematics of the Scriptures— 


The Seven Candlesticks — The 


Seven Stars-—Seven in the Reve-. 


lations. 


BROOKLYN (N. Y.), Oct. 21.—[Special

This morning at the Tabernacle the 
Rey. T. De Witt Talmage, D.D., gave 
a running commentary on the 20th 
chapter of Revelations, concerning 
the chaining of the Old Dragon.

The mathematics of the Bible is no- 
ticeable; the geometry and the arith- 
metic; the square in Ezekiel; the circle

to in Job; the rule of fractions men- 
tioned in Daniel; the rule of loss and 


fainin Mark where Christ asks the 


age to cipher out by that rule what 
Bat there is one mathematical figure 
that is crowned above all others in the 
Bible; it is the numeral seven which 
the Arabians got from India, and all 
following ages have taken from the 
Arabians. It stands between the 
figure six and the figure eight. In the 
Bible all the other numerals bow to it. 
Over 300 times is it mentioned in the 
scriptures, either alone or compounded 
with other words. In Genesis the 
week is rounded into seven days, and I 
use my text because there this numeral 
is for the drst time introduced in a 
iy Sg which halts not until the close 
of the book of Revelations. Its monu- 
ment is built into the wall of heaven in 


- erysolite, which, in the strata of precious 


stones, is the seventh. In the Bible 
we find that Jacob had to serve seven 
years t0 get Rachel, but she was well 
worth it; and foretelling the years of 


prosperity and famine in Pharaoh’s 


time, the seven fat oxen were eaten up 
of the seven lean oxen; and wisdom is 
said tobe built on seven pillars; and 
the ark was left with the Philistines 
seven years; and Naaman, for the cure 
of his leprosy, plunged in _ the 
Jordan seven times; the dead child, 
when Elisha breathed into its 
mouth, signaled its arrival back 
to consciousness by sneezing seven 


times; to the house that Ezekiel saw in 


vision, there were seven steps; the 
walls of Jericho, before they fell down, 
were compassed seven days; Zachariah 
describes a stone with seven eyes; to 
cleanse a leprous house the door must 
be sprinkled with pigeon’s blood seven 
times; in Canaan were overthrown 
seven nations; on one occasion Christ 
cast out seven devils; on a mountain 
he fed a multitude. of people with 
‘seven loaves, the tragments left filling 
seven baskets; and the closing pass- 


, ages of the Bible are magnificent and 


overwhelming with. the imagery made 
up of seven churches, seven stars, 
seven candlesticks, seven seals, seven 
angels, and seven heads, and. seven 
vrowns, and seven horns, and seyen 
spirits, and seven vials, and seven 
plagues, and seven thunders. 

Yea, this numeral seven seems a 
favorite with the Divine mind outside 
as well inside the Bible, for are there 
not seven prismatic colors? And when 
God, with the rainbow, wrote the com- 
forting thought that the world would 
never have another deluge, he wrote it 


on the scroll of the sky in ink of seven 


colors. He grouped into the Pleiades 
seven stars. Rome, the capital of tne 
world, sat on seven hills. When God 
would make the most intelligent thing 
on earth, the human countenance, He 
fashions it with seven features—the 
two ears, the two eyes, the two nos- 
trils and the mouth. Yea, our body 
lasts only seven years, and we gradu- 
ally shed it for another body after an- 
other seven years,and so on, for we 
aré, as to our bodies, septennial ani- 
mals. Sothe numeral seven ranges 
through nature and through revelation. 
It is the number of perfection, and so 
I use it while J speak of the sevéu can- 
dlesticks, the seven stars, the seven 
seals and the seven thunders. , 
The seven golden candlesticks were 
and are the churches. Mark you, the 
churches never were, and never can be, 
candles. They are only candlesticks.

precious stones. Four wa!ls on fire 
with indescribable splendor! Though 
labor was cheap, the building cost 
$1,500,000. Ecclesiastical structure al- 
most supernatural in pomp and maj- 
esty. But Mohammedanism tore down 
from the walls of that building all the 
saintly and Christly images, and high 
up in the dome the figure of the cross 
rubbed out that the crescent of the 
barbarous Turk might be substituted. 
A great church, but no Christ! A 
gorgeous. candlestick but no candle! 
Ten thousand such churches would not 
give the world as much light as one 
home-made tallow candle, by which last 
hight some grandmother in the eighties 
put. on. her. spectacles on read the 
Psalms of David in large type. Up 
with the churches, by all means! Hun- 
dreds of them, thousands of them, and 
the more the better. But let each one- 
be a blaze of heavenly light, making 
the world brighter and brighter, till the 
last shadow has disappeared, and the 
last of the suffering children of God 
shall have reached the land where they 
have no need of candlestick or ‘‘of can- 
dle, neither light of the sun, for the 
Lord God giveth them light, and they 
shali reign forever and ever.’’ Seven 
candlesticks, the complete number of 
lights! ‘‘Let your light so shine before 
men that they, seeing your good works, 
may glorify your Father which is in 
Heaven.” 

Turn now in your Bible to the seven 
stars. Weare distinctly told that they 
are the ministers of religion. Someof 


them are large stars, some of them | 


small stars, some of them sweep a wide 
circuit and some of them a small cir- 
cuit, but sofar as they are genuine 
they get their light from the great cen- 
tral sun, around whom they make rev- 
olution. Let each one keep in his own 
sphere. The solar system would soon 
be wrecked if the Stars, instead of keep- 
ing their own orbit, should go to hunt- 
ing down other stars. Ministers of re- 
ligion should never clash. But in all 
the centuries of the Christian church 
some of these stars have been hunting 
an Edward;Irving or a Horace Bush- 
nell or an Albert Barnes; and the stars 
that were in pursuit of the other stars 
lost their own orbit, and some of them 
could never again find it. Alas for 
the heresy hunters! The best way to 
destroy error is to preach the truth. 
The best way to scatter darkness is to 
strike a light. There is in immensity 
room enough for all the stars, and in 
the church room enough for all the 
ministers. The ministers who give up 
righteousness and the truth will get 
punishment enough anyhow, for they 
are “the wandering stars for whom is 
reserved the blackness of darkness 
forever.”? But I should like as a min- 
ister, when I am dying,to be able 
truthfully to say what a captain of the 
English army, fallen at the head of his 


|column and dying on the Egyptian bat- 


tle-tield, said to Gen. Wolesley,. who 
came to condole with him: ‘‘I led them 
straight; didn’t I lead them straight, 
General’”?’ God has put us ministers 
as captains in this  battle-field of 
truth against error. Great at last 
will be our’ chagrin it we 
fall leading the people the wrong way; 
but great will be our gladness if, when 
the battle is over, we can hand our 
sword back to our great Commander, 
saying: ‘‘Lord Jesus, we led the peo- 
ple straight. Didn’t we lead the peo- 
ple straight?’ Those ministers who 
go off at a tangent, and preach some 
other gospel, are not stars, but comets; 
aud they flash across the heavens a 
little while, and make people stare, 
and throw down a few meteoric stones, 
and then go out of sight, if not out of 
existence. QO, brethren in the minis- 
try, let us remember that God 
calls stars, and our _ busi- 
ness is to shine and 
our own sphere, and then when we get 
done trying to light up the darkness of 
this world we will wheel into higher 
spheres, and in us shall be fulfilled the 
promise “Tney that turn many to

Ah, the 
ministers are not all Pecksniffs 


and canting hypocrites, as some would 
have you think! Forgive me, if hav-

He broke the first 
seal-and unrolled the scroll, and-there 
was a painting of a white horse, and 
that meant prosperity and triumph for 
the Roman Empire, and so it really 
came to pass that for ninety years vir- 
tuous emperors succeeded each other, 
Nerva, Trajan and Antoninus. Christ 
in the vision broke the. sscond seal and 
unrolled again, and there was a paint- 
ing of a red horse, and that meant 
bloodshed,.and so it really came to 
pass, and the next ninety years were 
red with assassinations and wars. 
Then. Christ broke the third seal and 
unrolled it and there was a painting of 
a black horse, which in all literature 
means famine, oppression and taxation, 
and so it really-catne to pafs.

Bible prophecy was not written to help 
us to tell things in the future, but to 
have us, when the things actually do 
come to pass, compare them with the 
prophecy, and so learn God’s fore- 
knowledge and the inspiration of the 
Scriptures. But you go into the study of 
the prophecies in order to find out what 
is going to happen a year from now, or 
twenty years from now, or one thou- 
sand years from now, and I will make 
a prophecy of my own, and that is that 
you will have your brain addled, if you 
do not positively get into a public or 
private insane asylum, where the 
greatest of expounders and preachers 
of prophecy ended his life a few years 
since, and where you may regale the 
visitors of the institution by incoherent 
mumblings over something from Dan- 
iel or Revelations about the leopard 
which means Greece, and the bear 
which means Medo-Persia, and the 
image with the great toes. Whata 
mental wreck did the — persistent 
attempt to forestall events make of 
that miracle of preachers, Edward 
Irving of London. It would take sev- 
eral mad-houses to hold the demented 
victims of the improper use of the 
prophecies of Daniel and Revelation. 
What! are not those books to be stud- 
ied? Yes. No part of the Bible is 
more important. Neither is there any 
more important shelf in that apothe- 
cary’s store than the shelf on which 
aye the belladonna and the morphine, 
but be more careful in _ using 
them than in the use of pepper- 
mint ginger. your 
hands off of the seven seals. Christ 
will break them soon enough. Don’t 
go to some necromancer, or spiritualist, 
or soothsayer, or tortune-teller, to find 
out whatis going to happen to your- 
self, or your. family, or your friends. 
Wait till Christ »reaks the seal to find 
out whether in your own personal life, 
or the life of the nation, or the life of 
the world, it is going to be 
the white horse of prosperity, 
or the red -horse of war, or 
the black horse of famine. You will 
soon enough see him paw and hear 
him neigh. Take care of the present 
and the future will take care of itself. 
If a man live 70 years, his biography 
is in a scroll, having at least seven 
seals; and let him not during the first 
ten years of his life try to look into the 
twenties, nor the twenties into the 
thirties, nor the thirties into the 
forties, nor the-forties into the fifties, 
nor the fifties irito the sixties, nor the 
sixties into the seventies. From the 
way the years have got the habit of 
racing along, I guess you will not have 
to wait a great while before all the 
seals of the future are broken. I would 
not give two cents to know how long I 
am going to live, or in what day 
of what year the world is 
going to be demolished.

AN EXPRESS PLUNDERED. 


A Train on Fe Yosemite Branch 
eld 
{Fresno Republican, Oct. 11th.]} 

The Southern Pacific branch, from 
Berenda to Raymond, does an immense 
business in summer because of the peo- 
ple who go to the Yosemite Valley by 
that route. It naturally follows that 
the express company does a good busi- 
ness in summer time, but the fall and 
winter finds trade very slack. It is 
fortunate such is the case, as the ex- 
press car on the down train from Ray- 
mond to Berenda was robbed yester- 
day and the robbers sycceeded in get- 
ting clear away With their booty. ‘The 
first known of the robbery here was a 
message sent to the officers announcing 
the fact, and asking that a sharp look- 
out be maintained for the robbers. As 
usual, the railroad company was reti- 
cent in regard to the affair, and the 
following meager particulars were ob- 
‘tained with difficulty: 

The train bound for Berenda was 
mixed, passenger and freight cars com- 
posing it, and the baggage master was 
at once express messenger and switch- 
man. AJl the trainmen were engaged 
in switching cars and doing their regu- 
lar work ata station called Herbert. 
and while the messenger was absent 
from the car, an unknown party or 


‘parties gained an entrance in some un- 


knowu way, the car doors being locked, 
and robbed the Wells-Fargo money- 
box. We would infer from the lJan- 
guage used in the telegram received by 
the Republican, that. the train-robber 
or robbers took thé box with them, but 
this is not known to be the case. The 
robbery wzs discovered immediately 
upon the return of the messenger to 
the car, and officers were soon on the 
track of the fugitives. What clue 
they had to work from is, of 
course, «a profound secret, but the 
belief at berenda is that two 
Or more were engaged in the 
robbery, and that they are stran¢- 
érs inthe neighborhood. The box is 
said to have contained only $250, but 
from another source we learn that the 
above sum should read $2500, and if 
the latter information is correct, it is 
probable that the robbers knew of the 
shipment and followed it, being on the 
train as passengers. Herbert is a sid- 
ing only, and five miles from any tele- 
graph station. and hence the robbers 
had a fair start before the officers were 
started on theirtrack. . 

The regular force of detectives in the 
employ of the express company arrived 
on the scene lastnight, and every 
effort wil] be made to apprehend the 
guilty parties. The express company 
will probably spvewd ten times the sum 
stolen in catching and convicting the 
robbers, but their motto is **Let no 
guilty man escape,’ and the costs are a 
secondary consideration.

SORR THROAT. 

Inflammatory action of any kind in the nose 
speedily extends itseif to the throat From 
the throat each breath we draw carries the 
irritation onward and downward through the 
bronehial tubes: as these are invoived the 
supply of air to the lungs becomes gradually 
diminished. tubercies may form bronebi- 
tis end in consumption. “Sore throat” is the 
popular term used in speaking of throat die 
eases, differing wid ly from each other /n 
their nature and treatment 

The throat comprises the whole space from 
the posterior nares down to the entrance Into 
the windpipe and gullet. The several parts 
liable to diseas¢ are the mucous membrane 
lining the throat, the mucous follicles or little 
viands, which in health, secrete the lubricert- 
ing mucous, the uvula or pedulus part which 
hungs down from the curtain of the paiate 
and the tonsiis, | 

ACUTE OR SIMPLE SORE THROAT, 

The most simpe form of. throat disease is 
inflamniation of the mucous membrane, re: 
suiting from recent cold. It is most prevaiene. 
in cold or damp weather.. The symptoms are 
@ roughneas in the throat, with a slight pain 
and swelling. Tne throat looks red and angry 
and the tongue it slightly coated with white 
fur. Withinafew days small whitish spots, 
which look iike ulcers, form on the back of 
the turoat and about the root of the tongue. 
If the attack 'e mild, these aphthous points 
diaappear st the end of three or four days, but 


when morerevere they leave behind thern 


su: erficial ulcers. When the acute inflamma- 
tion is not entirely removed itis liable to de- 
generate intoa chronic form, and graduaily 
develop whatis called granular disease, or it 
ma‘ endin a abcess of the tonail glands,*or 
cause chronic enlargment of the tousils aud 
elongation of the uvuila. 
CHRONIC SORE THROAT. 

This, like nearly all affections of thé throat 
and nose. usually begins witha severecold, 
and is aimost always atrended with hoarse- 
ness. It is more frequently a mere extension 
of catarrh or core throat than an original dis- 


-ease, the irritation escaping down and fixing 


itself upon the delicate orzan sm of this part, 
and thence zradualiy journeying onward to 
the lings. When it occurs as a consequence 
of catarrh on sore throat, the symptome are 
comparativel? mid. There may be pan but 
it is more common to find only a sense of tick- 
ling which p ovokes cough. Many comp'ain 
of a sensation as of “something sticking 
there,”’ to vet rid of which they keep es a 
rasping cffort to clear the wind-;ipe. Che 
voice is. always more or less affected, be:ng 


after the disease ia fully established. There 
i8 often a slight tenderness over that promi- 
nence of the neck known as the “Apple of 
Adam” (Pomum Adam), a heat and a sense of 
tightness and frequently some slight difti- 
culty in swallowing. 

The causes which produce this form of dis- 
ease are various. t arises in clergymen snd 


use of the voice. The vy: cal cords become ex- 
hausted and lose their tone from a@training 
and overuse. Dust and al irritating matters 
in the air are liable to be drawn into the wind- 
pipe and produce irritation. It is more often 
a mere sequel to sore throat. the inflamma- 
tion extending down to the larynx by reason 
of the continuity of mucous membrane. 

But from whatever cause it arises it f¢ al- 
ways a serious malady. The chronie form 
threatens the complete destruction cf the 
voice, and rarely ends until it has involved 
the lungs in disease. Every slight cold. every 
change in the wea her, every flight of dust, 
feeds the irritation and increases the inveter- 
acy of its ho'd. 

On the other hand chronic laryngitis fre- 
quently occurs as a. sequel of consumption, 
and is produced, or at cast very much avggra- 
vated, by the irritation of the expectorated 
matter. Occurring asa consequence of tuber 
cles, itis one ot the most distressing compli- 
cations and adds greatly tothe patient’s dis- 
tress. In this form there is more or less ul- 
ceration of the voval chords, beginning on the 
lower side and gradually extending upward. 
bese ulcers often netrate through the 
mucous and cellular membranes, involving 
the muscular tissue and not unfrequenuly at- 
tack the ligaments and cartilages themsei ves. 

When the laryngeal disease is secondary to 
that of the iungs, and dep-ndent u-on it. we 
can onlv hope to etfecta cure by those means 
which will remove its cause, and these we 
have considered, and shall more fully con- 
sider, under the head of *Consumption.” 

In addition to infiammation, acute or 
chronic, the larynx is liable to abscesses, to 
warty growths and to polipi. Under the action 
of long continued irritation the vocal cords 
become thickened, renderiag the voice husky 
and indistinct. And again, we may have com- 
plete loss of voice from paisy of the cords, 
constituting an »+ffection known to the physi- 
clans by the term of “Aphonia.”’ Unless the 
remedies are applied to the seat of the disease 
it is useless to trv toeffecta cure. Itistor 
this reason that judicious inhalations are suc- 
cessful when all other means have beer tried 


without avail. 
TONSILITIS 


Is an acute inflammation of the tonsils. 
which consiats of a coliection or mass of 
smali mucuous follicles orgiands whose office 
is tosecrete a portion of the fluid which keeps 
the throat moist. There are ,ersons who suf- 
fer every winter, sometimes oftener, with an 
attack of acute inflammation of these glands. 
The trouble begins with a slight soreness 
and swelling, which gredually’ increases un- 
til the act of swallowing is attended wiih 
great suffering. 

These giands are sometimes affected by a 
chronic inflammation, and are found enlarged 
and very much hardened. In such cases the 
secrete a thin. unhealthy, irritating fluid, 
which is spread Over the throat, perpetuating 
the disease.

Spiritualim—Dupes and Frauds. 


We have received a copy of a new 
periodical, to be published in this city 
“every week or less frequently, as the 
directors may think best,’’ entitled 
The World's Progress, with a note 
from the editor, T. B. Taylor, asking 
us to give it ‘‘as favorable notice as 
we can,” on account of its being a Los 
Angeles enterprise. From, the saluta- 
tory of the magazine we quote: 

it will be devoted especially to the pro- 
tection and defense ot mediums. 
The readers of this magazine shall, at no 
time, be disgusted by seeing its columns 
crammed with “puffs” and the doings of 
persons whose work 1s of doubtful, if not 
dangerous, character — dangerous to the 
present influence of the real truth. 

Before we decide upon how favor- 
able a notice we can give this publica- 
tion, let us see what its ideas are re- 
garding the “doubtful” or ‘‘danger- 
ous’’ character ot persons whom it 
puffs. It contains a page of cards, 
under the heading of ‘‘Mediums’ Col- 
umn,’ with the following editorial 
note: 


All genutne mediums for every phase of 
manifestation will have their card inserted 
for #1 4 month, with a local of commenda- 
tion, where we Know the party has genuine 
mediumship. Frauds fraud-hunters 
need notapply. So when you see a card of 
mediumship in this magazine you way 
know what it means. 


Now, what is the World’s Progress’s 
conception of ‘‘genuine mediums’’? 
First comes a Mrs. Blank,-who will 
‘for ashort time take spirit photos 
from a lock of the sander’s hair. She 
will also take pictures of departed 
friends.”? This woman resides in Oak- 
land. <A female on South.Spring street 
announces herself as an ‘independent 
slate-writer.”’ An Iowa doctor makes 
an ‘astonishing offer’’—which, indeed, 
it is—to “diagnose your disease by 
spirit power’’ in return for three two- 
cent stamps, with a “‘lock of hair, age, 
sex and one leadingsymptom.” A “‘seer 
into the causes and natural cure of di- 
sease,’’ offers his services from Boston. 
Another Oakland female announces 
herself as a ‘‘telegraphic medium, con- 
trolled by the late Mrs. Breed,” also, 
wonderful rapping medium.” <A 
Grand Rapids doctor cuts below his 
Iowa corfrere, and will diagnose your 
‘‘inn’ards’”’ for two two-cernt stamps, 
accompanied by the inevitable lock of 
hair. Next comes a New York healer, 
who wants four stamps for a similar 
service. A Columbus, O., woman, 
‘makes a specialty of sealed letters” — 
whatever that may be. Her charges 
are steep—S, or $2 for a spiritual 
message.’”’ A San Francisco 
prescribes for the sick by the aid of 
‘‘clairvoyance, independent slate writ- 
ing and the ‘occult telegraph.’” <A 
male and female, residing in the 
same town, offer ‘magnetized slates, 
with instructions for development.” 
A ‘“seeress’”? on Market street, 
in that city, ‘‘by the aid of a real Hin- 
doo crystal, gives the most wonderful 
revelations of past and coming events.”’ 
Finally the editor of the magazine, Dr. 


‘| Taylor, and his wife, advertise them- 


selves as ‘“‘healing, developing and in- 
spirational mediums, with wonderful 
powers to dislodge or exercise undevel- 
oped spirits and send them up higher.”’ 

Now, if all these people are genuine 
mediums, then, what in the name of 
outraged credulity, are the frauds and 
impostors like ? These people all know 
that they are frauds, and the editor of 


| the Progress knows that they know it. | 


If he is not a crazy manhe is a fraud 
himself. Seeing that he is a ‘‘Los An- 
geles enterprise’ we are willing to give 
him the benefit of the doubt. 

Turning to the reading matter in the 
magazine, we find itto consist of the 
usual tiresome compilation of experi- 
ences at “‘seances”’ in darkened cham- 
bers, interlarded with puffs of medi- 
umistic fakirs. All the leading frauds 
who have been recently exposed are 
defended, including the notorious 
Mme. Diss de Barr and Elsie’ Rey- 
nolds. Mediumship, we are inci- 
dentally informed, “‘does not depend 
on moral rectitude,”’ and it is com- 
plained that these people were ar- 
rested because they were mediums. 
This is not so; They were arrested 
because they were common swindlers 
—for obtaining money under false 
pretenses.

No ‘human soul will ever 
eternally suffer, but all will re- 
deemed, purified as by fire, and finally ex- 
alted to rest and peace. But, oh! oh! oh! 
the sufferings that are to precede this ex- 
aitation!!! Happy will you be, spirits and 
mortals, if you heed this warning. Let 
every family secure a copy of this maga- 
zine, and keep it on band to watch and un- 
derstand the nature of this terrific (sie) 
conflict, It is not going to be a long strug- 
zle; but short, incisive and. decisive, like 
the shock, rattle, roarand destruction that’ 
characterized the late war between France 
and Germany. 


It is aremarkable thing that in this 
country of public schools, andin this 
age of universal enlightenment, there 
should be found many to place credence 
in the meaningless and. purposeless 
imbecilities practiced by these  so- 
called mediums. Leaving out of con- 
sideration the grand and_ inspiring 
tenets of the Christian faith and the

Reclaiming the Desert. 


A Washington dispatch annonnces 
that work is about to actively com- 
mence under the new act, which ap- 
propriates $100,000 for the survey of 
arid lands, with a view to the construc- 
tion of reservoirs for their irrigation. 
Few people thoroughly realize the 
great importance of this undertaking, 
which, if carried out, as it undoubtedly 
will be, will in time entirely change the 
character of one-third of the United 
States—of a section which now sup- 
ports a scanty population of miners 
and occasional cattlemen. What can 
be done with this land under irriga- 
tion may be judged of by the work 
already accomplished in the San 
Joaquin Valley and at Riverside in 
this State, and in the Salt River 
Valley in Arizena. Gardens will 
replace greasewood and sagebrash, 


and smiling crchards take the 
place of the giant cactus, which 
now stands solitary on ..the 


plains. Some faint conception of the 
magnitude of. the work may be had 
when it is stated that the territory in- 
volved is as large as Europe, whicao 
supports a population of 250,000,000. 
In our opinion, this modest expenditure. 
of $100,000 marks the inception of the 
grandest work which. has ever been 
undertaken by any government in the 
world. The whole surplus might safely 
be invested in this undertaking, but, 
should that be done, the party in power 
twenty years henee will have to wrestle 
with a surplus a hundred times as 
large. 
Tne New York Herald, an ardent 
advocate of Cleveland’s  reélection, 
prints double-leaded on its edttorial 
page a letter from one of its traveling 
correspondents, who has been taking 
observations over the State, practically 
conceding Harrison’s election. It pre- 
dicts that New York State, north of 
the Harlem River, will give Harrison 
70,000 plurality. The letter, among 


other things, says: : 


You can get no idea in your present sur- 
roundings of the situation in the country. 
The Republicans are making a fierce, intel- 
ligent and, so far, successful fight. It was 
a mistake for Cleveland to raise the tariif 
issue. I can see that now for the first 
time. The surface argument is, as you 
know, all in favor of Republicans, and that 
isthe argument that catches countrymen. 
There are large defections of life-long Dem- 
ocrats among the farmers everywhere | 
bave been. In Rochester the men ip con- 
trol of the Democratic organization will 
knife Cleveland sure. ‘They are very bitter 
against him, and in private make no bones 
of it. In Steuben county the Democrats 
are all smashed up. Cleveland’s appointés 
are a lot of milk-and-water jackanapes, 
who let their enemies scoop everything. 
The only notable exception is Jim Hanlon, 
Internal Revenue Collector, who lives at 
Medina, and is making the most extraor- 
dinary tight in Orleans county I have yet to 
come across. He’s a daisy. The Demo- 
crats in Niagara county are saving their 
weer to use onelection day. God bless 
them

A prisoner 
was rescued from two officers who had been 
left at the spot, and they were being 
hanaled roughly when the wagon again re- 
turned and drove the crowd away.

Zam very glad tosee that the good 
men and women of Los Angeles are 
aroused to the necessity of adopting 
some measures for the suppression of 
immorality in our midst, and heart and 
soul am I with them in this work. The 
evil is stupendous and has assumed 
alarming proportions; it presents an 
unblushing front#$and is boldly obtru- 
sive. These public meetings will, I 
trust, result in good. But there is one 
thing which I would urge upon 
parents as of equal importance, 
though think that society 
at large is too apt to disregard it. It 
is this: Make ita principle of action 
that you extend no social recognition 
to the man whom you know to be mor- 
ally impure. It matters not what his 
position in life may be; how socially 
elevated; how generally recognized in 
fashionable circles; how refined and 
polished in manner; how schooled in 
learning; how rich in purse; if he be a 
moral leper exclude him from your 
household and the society of your sons 
and daughters. There should be no 
code of recognition for the man who 
has sinned against purity other than’ 
that which we recognize for the woman 
who has likewise erred. Just so long 
as men feel that they will not be so- 
cially ignored when their vices are 
known, just so long will their indul- 
gence in vice continue, and this evil go 
unchecked. How any father or any 


_. mother, governed by high moral pginci- 
“ples, can invite to their home, and to 


the society of their fair young daugh- 
ters the man who has been the betrayer 
of womanly virtue, instead of its pro- 
tector, is something beyond the meas- 
ure of my comprehension. That man 
should be made to pay the penalty of 


his sin no less than his forsaken and 


usually less guilty victim. 

If social ostracism were sure to fol- 
low in the wake of immorality, what 
man fond of cultivated society and am- 
bitious for his future would dare run 
the risk ot such penalty. 

Good men are to blame in this mat- 
ter, in that they do not let their guilty 
fellows feel the full measure of their 


-disapprobation, They associate daily 


with and treat as gentlemen men 


“whom they know to be vile to their 


hearts’ core. 

‘‘Blessed are the pure in heart, for 
they shall see God.’’ Mothers, teach 
that verse to your little ones. Impress 
upon them the necessity of purity, not 
only of action, but of heart. Tell them 
that without it the gates of paradise 
will never open to them. Teach your 
daughters to shrink from the betrayer 
of virtue as they would from the pesti- 
lence, and see to it that such men 
receive no welcome at your fireside. 

Said a lady of my acquaintance to 
me not long ago, the mother of a ain 
‘Mr. 
Blank called the other evening, in 
company with a young lady, upon my 
daughter, and will you believe me, he 
dared to make his boasts to those pure 
— girls of the vile places that he 

ad visited. I happened to overhear 
it, and I went into the parlor and I 
said to him: ‘young man, don’t you ever 
dare te darken my doors again, and 
you leave this house as soon as itis 
possible for you to do so.’ ”’ 

That young man holds his head high, 
and has the entree to fashionable 
circles. I never see him pass but 
the memory of his shame ts present 


with me. 


Mothers cannot be too careful in re- 
gard to the company kept by their sons 
and daughters. No young man should 
be admitted to the familiar footing of 
friendship whose antecedents are not 
known, and whose character is net 
above reproach. It is easier to keep 
free of evil associations than it is to 
shake them off after they have once 
been formed. Let parents, then, stand 
like untiring and watchful sentinels by 
the sanctuary of home and let no evil 
thing enter. 

NOTES. 

To Fry the Crooked-neck Squash. — 
Slice them as you do cucumbers, dip 
them in flour and fry them brown in 
butter. They taste like fried oysters, 
and are a good substitute when Sep- 
tember days are rather warm for the 
bivalve. 

Oyster Sandwiches.—Take large stew- 
ing oysters, pound them in a mortar 
(having previously cut off their beards) 
with a little cayenne and lemon juice. 
Spread this mixture on thin slices of 
brown bread and butter, cut into 
rounds the size of a silver dollar. 


Spiced Apples.—Select from sweet 
apples. Take out the flower, stick in 
each one about four cloves. Makea 
syrup of four pounds sugar to two 
Cook the applies till 
soft. Add gingerin slices if you wish 
when the apples are put over to cook, 
apd mace and cassia buds just before 
they are removed from the fire. 

Green Tomato Preserve.—F our pounds 
of sliced tomatoes and one and one- 
half pounds of sugar; let them boil to- 
— until the tomatoes look clear; 

ake out the fruit and let the syrup 
boil longer, until it louks quite rich. 
The juice and grated rind of one lemon 
improve it, then you may add another 
pound of sugar to the quantity. 

**Constant Reader: To destroy moths 
in your red plush furniture the 
safest way is to bind a wet (and clean 
crash towel over a hot iron, and hol 
the steaming iron quite close to—but 


not touching—the plush. This will not 


only drive away the moths, but destroy 
the nits. To take them out of any- 
thing less delicate, lay the wet cloth 
on the fabric and iron it down. 

My Pasadena correspondent inquires 
how Smyrna rugs wear as compared 
with the best Brussels carpeting. To 
the genuine Smyrna rug there is prac- 
tically no wear-out, but of course one 
of these is expensive. I have found 
that the best body. Brussels carpeting, 
made.up with handsome border, makes 
a very acceptable and satisfactory sub- 
stitute for the Smyrna rug, which, on 
account of its great thickness, is, if 
very large, more difficult to keep clean. 
Indeed, I saw not long since a very 
elegant rug of this same body Brus- 
sels covering the entire center of a 
handsome room, which at first I took 
for aSmyrna, the colors and pattern 
being similar. I think for a cottage 
home, where eyery roem 1s in daily 


use, it would prove as satisfactory as 


the more costly rug. :

The Evi! of Novel Reading. 
{London Spectator.] 

The mischief of; voracious novel 
reading is really much more like the 
mischief of dram-drinking than ap- 
pears at first sight. It tends to make 
all other literary nourishment intoler- 
able, just as dram-drinking tends to 
make 


-Supersede food by drink. The 
Voracious novel reader of today, as we 
have said, rejects Scott, because Scott’s 
novels contain so much 
i$ not mere story telling. The genuine 
novel reader detests what le calls tame 
stories, stories in which the interest is 
not exaggerated and piled up 10 times 
ro high as the interests of ordinary 

e. 

He wants always to be feeling a 
thrill of excitement running through 
his nerves, always to be living in im- 
agination through the concentrated 
essence of the perils of a hundred ad- 
venturous lives, instead of toilin 
calmly through the ordinary hopes an 
feais of one. No state of mind can be 
more unwholesome, because none is 
more calculated to divert the energies 
from the sort of quiet tasks to which 
they should be habitually applied, and 
to keep them stretched on the tenter- 
hooks of expectation, waiting for a 
sort of strain which is never likely to 
occur, and if it did occur would cer- 
tainly not find a man’s energies any 
the better prepared, for, it having worn 
out previously with a habit of dram- 
drinking, it is said, leads to fatty de- 

neration of the heart—i.e. excessive 

attening round the heart, and weak 
action of the heart in consequence. 

So, too, the habit of exciting novel- 
reading leads to fatty degeneration of 
the literary mind—i. e. to an unhealthy 
and spasmodic action of the imigina- 
tion, and a general weakening of the 
powers of entering thoroughly into the 
solid interests of real life. So far as we 
know, the only effective cure for this 
habit of literary dram-drinking—a 
cure not always forthcoming—is a 
moral shock of some kind which ex- 
poses the hollowness of all these unreal 
interests, and makes them appear as 
artificial and melodramatic as they 
actually are. That, however, is a cure 
which is an extremely painful one, al- 
most cruel in its disillusionizing power. 


Cards. 

Mrs. Sherwood writes as follows 
upon the etiquette of cards in the 
Philadelphia Press: First invitations 
especially shou'd be always courteously 
responded to, cards left, and a proper 
recognition of the civility made, even 
if those invited do not wish to keep up 
the acquaintance. It often happens to 
those who have a very large acquaint- 
ance, aud who have met with perhaps 
adversity or sorrow, that they cannot 
easily enlarge their acquaintance. Let 
such a failure to accept the ovérture of 
an acquaintance be made with the at- 
tention to kindness and to the feelings 
of those who have invited you. Show 
them that you are obliged for the com- 
pliment, even if you cannot avail your- 
self of it. To return a card—to say, 
‘*This has been sent by mistake,”’ is to 
write one’s self down a snob, a vulger 
person.

The new-comer has a perfect right to 
send the first card. If it is not re- 
sponded to no one is killed or wounded. 
The natural delicacy of any sensible 
person will prevent his intrusion upon 
a social queen, whose position is so very

Two per- 
sons who are on the same social plane 
need never fear to ‘call first.”’ It is 
generally regarled as a compliment, 
and the person who has the most self-

The custom of calling on all one’s 
acquaintance in a crowded city has 
become an impossibility; therefore 
society women have a day, a few re- 
days inamonth,thus seeing 
all their friends once a year. If it is 
impossible to reach them on these oc- 
casions, send a card for every member 
of the family invited, and one’s duty 
is over for the year. 

When young ladies leave their moth- 
er’s card, there is the same respect ex- 
pressed as if the mother called in per- 
son. Many ladies who are elderly or 
invalid, or who are disinclined for so- 
ciety, leave this work for those who 
are young and strong. It isa great 
vity that so many American mothers 
retire from their social Wuties, but if 
they do, the card is still all-powerful, 
and the lady visited must be content. 
A lady never sends her card to a gen- 
tleman. She sends the card of her hus- 
band or her son, if she chooses, when 
she asks him to dinner. 

Cards should be left for guests visit- 
ing at a house if the lady who alls 
knows of their presence. This, of 
course, is not always possible, but if a 
lady is invited to meet a stranger she 
should call on her immediately. P.P.C. 
cards are no longer left or sent when 

eople merely separate for the summer.
